988 , dated 26th March , 1970 , - An examination for 
admission to the Indian Military Academy ( previously known 
As the Military College ) shall be held by tho Union Public 
Service Commission at such places and on such dates as 
may bo specified in the Notico issued by tho Commission in 
this behalf . Tho number of the course and the month of 
its commencement at the Academy and also the approximato 
number of vacancies to be offered for entry on the results of 
the oxamination will be gpecified in the Notico issued by the 
Commission . 


Provided that a candidate belonging to categories ( d ) and 
( e ) Abovo shall be a person in whose favour a certificate of 
oligibility has been issued by the Government of India . 

Certificate of eligibility will not , however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to soy one of the following 
categories : 
( i ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on or 
aftor tho gineteenth day of July , 1948, and havo rot 

registered as citizens of India under 
Articlo 6 of tho Constitution , 
( il ) Gorkha subjects of Nepal. 
A candidato In whose caso a certificate of eligibility is

(i) One year has elapsed since operation , Documentary 

proof to this effect to be producod by the candidatos . 
( ii ) General tone of the abdominal musculature is good . 
(iii ) There has been no recurrence of the hernia or 

complication thereto concerned with the operation . 
(m ) there is no hydrocele , or definito varicocele or any 

other discase or defect of the genital organs. 


INTELLIGENCE AND PERSONALITY TEST 
In addition to the interview the candidates will be put 
to Intelligenco Tests both verbal and non -verbal, designed 
to assess their basic intelligence . They will also be put 
to Group Tests , such 4 $ group discussions, group planning , 
outdoor group tasks, and asked to give brief loctures on 
specified subjects . All these tests are intended to ] 
tho mental calibre of a candidate . In broad terms, this is 
really an assessment of not only his intellectual qualities but 
also his social traits and interests in current affairs .
